vastating tornadoes of mid-week which 
la'd waste sections of seven states 
taking a toll of 106 lives injuring hun. 
dreds. rendering of others homeless 
and damaging property to the extent 
of about $10.000.000. 


Supervised by field units of the 


American Red Cross the various local 
relief agencies bent their efforts Sat- 
urday toward penetrating to the out- 
ermost fringes of the storm-wept re- 
gion to complete so far as poss'bl" a 
definite survey of the stricken regions. 


Meanwhile the injured are being 


treated in available hospitals within 
the affected area while the homeless 
either are being sheltered and fed in 
hastily 
constructed 
concentration 


c.imps or in the homes of the more 
fortunate survivors. 


RED CROSS SENDS AID 


National resources of the Red Cross 


are being drawn upon to meet the 
needs of the sufferers. In addition to 
funds which have been made avail- 
able by headquarters of the organiza- 
tion to aid local chapters, equipment 
to administer relief, several hundred 
tents and necessary equipment have 
been d'spatched to provide temporary 
homes for the destitute.

DR. BUTLER AND PROHIBITION 


• 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, president 


of Columbia university, lias convulsed 
the bonedrys with an acute case of colic 
by an open attack on prohibition. 
Dr. 


Bntlcr says the lavr is a failure and pre- 
dicts that the eighteenth amendment ivill 
be repealed inside of five years. For this 
heretical and ungodly statement, there is 
already talk of excommunication, while in 
one town where he was scheduled to speak 
church people asked to have the engage- 
ment cancelled. 
Such is the intolerance 


of prohibition. 


Dr. Butler has a right to his personal 


views on the subject of prohibition as well 
as on any other subject. He would be 
guilty of moral cowardice if he suppressed 
liis convictions because he was afraid of 
censure. He is to be admired for his cour- 
age and independence, regardless of 
•whether we agree or disagree with his 
Tiews. 


No amount of expostulation in the 


name of religion or morality can conceal 
the fact that prohibition is a rank farce. 
!Any person can get all the liquor he 
•wants in Appleton day or night. It is the 
same in every other city in the country, 
and it is 'the same in every rural com- 
munity. There is no. genuine attempt to 
enforce the law, and there has been as 
much scandal and corruption in connec- 
tion with the pretended enforcement as 
there has been in connection with viola- 
tion. 


"We will not attempt to say whether so- 


cial conditions are better or worse than 
they were before the eighteenth amend- 
ment was adopted. This is a matter of 
opinion, and the precise facts are of com- 
paratively small consequence. Everyone 
3vnows that conditions are bad in the rela- 
tion of booze toimmoralityandintheprev- 
alence of the use of -hard liquor by very 
xoung persons. Tf any person can shut 
his or her eyes to these facts and assert 
that prohibition is a success, that person 
is entitled to the delusion, for it surely is 
a delusion. The scandals surrounding liq- 
tior in the nation's capital at "Washington 
lave been shocking and almost beyond be- 
lief. Liquor flows as freely there as it did 
lieTorc the amendment went into effect, 
and it is accessible to all branches of the 
government and to our law makers. Not 
only this but much of it is consumed by the 
people who carry on the functions of gov- 
ernment, and directly or indirectly are re- 
sponsible for all law and law enforcement. 


If there were any prospect of the suc- 


cessful enforcement of absolute prohibi- 
tion, one could with more equanimity 
pass over present conditions, but there is 
no such prospect. If anything, w think 
conditions arc becoming worse. 
"R> do 


not agree wish Dr. Bullcr that the eigh- 
teenth amendment is likely tx> be repealed 
in five or in ten years. "Wo expect to 
sec it remain as a part of the constitution, 
and wo arc not in favor of its repeal. 
"What wo ar<» in favor of is a revision of 
the oufornnc act. known as the Volstead 
law, that will intrprot the amendment 
more in accordance with reason and com- 
mon sense, and that will permit lh«» manu- 
Jaoiuro of beor of liehi alcoholic cont"n1. 


From an economic, social and moral 


poinJ of view, absolute prohibition is an 
id<>al state. To the extent that we can 
reduce the consumption of hard liquor, 
•xvo increase our individual and national 
rffioieney, and elevate 1he social and mor- 
al standard. No one disputes 1hes<* fact?:. 
It is a practical question, however, as to

how to attain the best results. "When wo 
find that a certain experiment is proven 
by experience not to produce the results 
we had hoped for, we think it is the part 
of intelligent judgment to try something 
else. 
The something else that is recom- 


mended, in our opinion, is modification 
of the Volstead act. When men of- the 
character of Dr. BuUcr begin to talk in 
the same fashion it is time to consider 
the problem candidly on its merits and 
not through emotional controversy. 


CHICAGO'S TEARS 


The Chicago Tribune is engaged in the 


last ditch fight to save. Chicago's water 
steal. It is handing to its readers a sor- 
rowful and touching portrayal of the woes 
that will 
come to Chicago if it is not 


permitted to take 10.000 cubic feet per 
second for drainage purposes. 
Chicago 


will, we are led to infer, suffer a terrible 
epidemic. 
It will be visited by plagues 


and pestilence. 
Surely the rest of the 


country will not wish to fcee its people 
stricken by these dreadful calamities. 


After dispensing with about ninety per 


cent of this talk as melodramatic bunk, 
if Chicago's health is to any extent men- 
aced by the probability of its being forced 
to reduce the volume of water taken to 
that authorized by law. then it is a victim 
of its own improvidence. 
Chicago has 


had fifty years in which to build, devel- 
op and perfeQt a system of sewage dis- 
posal by mechanical and chemical treat- 
ment that would place the health of its 
people above the insecurity that today 
rests on a policy plainly violative of the 
rights of a dozen or more states, of an- 
other nation, and of the welfare of ten 
times the number of its own people. 


Chicago has tried to bluff its way into 


an appropriation of water to which it has 
no right or claim whatsoever. It has 
tried to do this in the characteristic Chi- 
cago fashion, the mightier-than-thou atti- 
tude, the treatment of other people and 
cities as of country-Jake importance. 
It 


has simply squatted on the property of 
others with an attempt to hold possession 
through an air of superiority and condes- 
cension toward the "poor fish" it has dis- 
possessed. 


The stories the Tribune lias related 


about the peril of Chicago's health are, 
therefore, alarming only to herself. If 
Chicago wants to escape the consequenc- 
es of her folly,ana neglect, the best thing 
she can do is to appropriate the money 
required to put in a modern sewage reduc- 
tion plant as expedjtiously as possible.
